Although no 
ofifeial declaration has been made on 
the melady in Alborta, by Sunday ev- 
ening considerable anxiety was felt by 
officials, as a serious outbreak of chol- 
ora had already been roported from 
soints on the Paeific coast and num- 
bors. of cattle had been imported from 
the United States during recent weeks 
Immediately it became known that 
suspected hogs had passed through 
the Calgary yards, restrictions were 
placed on trading by officials and a 
quarantine was declared so fas as 
hogs were concerned. 

During Saturday, 43 animals dis- 
tributed by United States interests 
among farmers in the Olds, Oarstairs 
and Didsbury districts were ordered 
back to Calgary, where they were in- 
spceted and dispatched to a segrega- 
tion farm for observation. It was also 
loarned on good authority that there 
was a possibility that all farms known 
to have received deliveries of hogs 
from United States points recently 
would be segregated. 

Farmers finding numbers of their 
hogs lying dead in their pastures have 
in several cases notified the Provin- 
cial police, under the impression that 
poison had been used. Examination 
by veterinarians and by the’ Provin- 
cial analysts have discovered no evi- 
dence of poison, however, and as evid- 
ence of cholera has also been lacking, 
the cause of death has been a mystery. 

Losing 23 hogs valued at more than 
$509, La Rue Smith, a large stock 
grower of Delburne reported the mat- 
ter to tthe police and to the depart- 
ment at Calgary. This is one of the 
many cases being investigated by the 
Health of Animals Branch, the organs 
of the dead animals being at present 
in Calgary. 

Officials of the Livestock Branch, 
took a most serious view of the out- 
break, and considered that at least 
a number of the cases reported were 
cholera. It was a reasonable suppos- 
ition, they said, that the disease had 


been introduced from the United Sta- 
tes by animals brought over recently 
during a selling campaign.

Half a million automobiles from 
the United States and the provinces 
of Canada, carrying a million and 
a half persons, will enter Montreal 
during the coming tourist season, 
according to the estimate of the 
Montreal Tourist and Convention 
Bureau. - : 


The use of the combine is ex- 
pected to be more general than 
ever in the 1928 harvest. In 1926 
there were 176 combines in the 
Prairie Provinces, 148 being in 
Saskatchewan, 26 in Alberta and 2 
in Manitoba. In 1927 there was a 
total of 530 in Saskatchewan, 221 
in Alberta and 23 in Manitoba, 
774 in all. 


There is considerable tree plant- 
ing activity along the Medicine 
Hat division of the Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway. At Shackleton alone 
twenty-five bundles of small trees 
were received the other day from 
the Forestry Branch at Indian 
‘Head, Saskatchewan, and all are 
now planted.

NATURAL RESOURCES 


The aged question of the return of 
the Western provinces of their natur- 
al resources is due for renewed discus- 
sion at Ottawa some time this sum- 
mer. Mr. Bracken, premier of Mani- 
toba, in fact, is expected in Ottawa 
some time about the middle of July, 
probably as a preface to the general 
provincial negotiations since the tang- 
le of the Seven Sisters power site has 
precipitated the natural resources 
question from the point of view of 
that province. 

The principal obstacle to be  sur- 
mounted by the Alberta delegation 
still lies in the school question,  al- 
though the Dominion is likely to re- 
vest the resources in the province, in 
addition to continuing permanently 
the present subsidy of $625.00 a year. 

For British Columbia the negotia- 
tions are likely to hinge mainly around 
the return of lands in the Peace River 
and the railway belt and certain spec- 
ified Indian reserves.
